School eDATA Project Summary 
Arkansas Governor Mike Beebe initiated the School eDATA Project through the January 2007 State of the State 

Address.  “We will undertake an up-to-date assessment of all technology resources in our schools, showing us where we 
need to improve, and how these resources are used.  With that, the Arkansas Department of Education and the Arkansas 
Department of Information Systems will formulate a timeline to ensure that every child has safe access to the online 
world,” stated Governor Beebe.  The School eDATA Project used several methods for gathering data detailed in the 
project report to include: 

 
• On-line surveys – The project team developed and administered three (3) on-line surveys throughout the school 

year.  The goal of each survey was to collect the data in a different way: 
o Survey #1 collected data based on each district’s school campuses (LEA)   
o Survey #2 collected data based on the district level   
o Survey #3 collected data based on grade levels within the district (Elementary, Middle/Jr. High and High 

School) 
• Nessus Security Scans – The project team used an electronic scanning application to discover critical workstation 

security vulnerabilities.  The results reflected the number of workstations that were not patched, meaning the 
schools were not up to date on all security patches available from the software vendor. Additionally, Nessus 
provided a total count of devices scanned and the number of print services available on the network. 

• PC Audit – A login script was added to the authentication servers at the districts.  This login provided the number 
of workstations that were logged onto on the district network.  The script also provided a report on types of 
Windows operating systems used on each workstation.  The PC Audit data reporting method could not be used 
on non-Windows workstations and districts with no network directory system, requiring the use of on-line surveys 
to gather workstation counts. 

• Data gathered from partnering agencies – The Arkansas Department of Education (ADE) provided student and 
staff data.  The State Library provided an Arkansas Traveler’s Database list with information on districts’ use of 
the on-line research database.  The Department of Information Systems (DIS) provided information on 8e6 usage 
(network Internet filter), network bandwidth, virus detection, state-provided firewalls, and the on-line survey 
application. 
 

 In some cases, several methods may have provided the same data.  For example, the number of computers could 
be discovered by the PC Audit, on-line survey, or Nessus scan.  The report was designed to use the “best” data available 
for each data element, allowing the viewer to compare the related information.  Please consider a margin of error for all 
data gathering methods.

Project Lead the Way (PLTW)

PLTW's curriculum makes math and science relevant for students.  By engaging in hands-on, real-world projects,
students understand how the skills they are learning in the classroom can be applied in everyday life.  This
approach is called activities-based learning, project based learning, and problem-based learning or
APPB-learning.

Research shows that schools practicing APPB-learning experience an increase in student motivation, an increase
in cooperative learning skills and higher-order thinking, and an improvement in student achievement.

Activities are a method of instruction that involves directed teaching of a particular process or procedure.  Activities
engage students in learning skills that are later applied in more complex situations.  Activities lead students to
higher levels of learning.

Project-based learning is a comprehensive approach to instruction that presents a project or relevant activity that
enables students to synthesize knowledge and to individually resolve problems in a curricular context.

Problem-based learning is both a curriculum organizer and an instructional strategy that presents a problem, which
is relevant and related to the context where students are the stakeholders.  Students synthesize and construct
knowledge to help them actively grapple with the complexities of the problem and develop strategies to direct their
own learning.  When students experience a problem in context, they are more likely to make connections and thus
see the value in what they are learning.
